what dubious aims.! He noted that Flett himself, who claims to be well versed in insurance 
matters, is "not too bright. 11 He said he has learned that in the past he had a 25 million 
dollar "finders fee" claim with the Internal Revenue Service based on Flett's claim that 
certain mutual insurance companies had made unfair use of a tax advantage or "loophole. " 
He thereafter refused to pay income taxes noting that these supposed taxes should simply 
be deducted from his claim of 25 million dollars. 

Bufiles contain no record identifiable with Mr. Walton. Flett and his 
organization have previously come to the Bureau's attention. In 1954, a summary of 
Flett was prepared when Flett attempted to see the Director in connection with his visit 
to Washington to appear before the Senate Judiciary Committee. Flett's theories on 
mutual insurance companies indicated that he believed they were part of an international 
combine dominated by communist and socialist factions in other countries. He was talked 
to by two Bureau supervisors about the above supposed conditions. Since that time he 
has forwarded reprint material to the Bureau concerning his beliefs; however, his 
communications have only received perfunctory acknowledgements in view of the controver 
sial nature. The Chicago Office has previously been alerted to Mr. Flett's contacts with 
the Bureau. It is noted he has also contacted the Chicago Office on occasion. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That the attached letter be sent to Chicago informing them of Mr. Walton's

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INTRODUCTION 

THE CO-OPERATIVE COMMUNIST MOVEMENT IN THE U.S.A. 

Because of the seriousness of the statements made In this booklet they 
have been carefully documented and are based on my testimony before 
members of the Senate Internal Security and Foreign Relations Com¬ 
mittees in 1956, 3957 and 1958, the subject of which is "The United 
States As A Satellite or Communist Nation", 

These statements will explain to you briefly how the main root of the 
Communist movement or cause, functioning within our economic and 
political structure, and financed with individual and corporate income 
tax dollars, operates. 

In 1940, or 22 years ago, J, $, Kemper, Sr,, a prominent Republican 
and mutual casualty insurance company leader, wrote a letter to the 
President of the United States Cold Storage Corporation, suggesting 
that, that corporation, purchase Lumbermen’s Mutual Casualty Company 
insurance and eliminate the agent or broker's commission, Before going 
into the insurance business, I was an official handling sales of the 
United States Cold Storage Corporation- Therefore, I was able to 
obtain that letter, which started me, as an insurance broker, on a 10- 
year analysis of my competition. In January, 1950, I published the 
results of my analysis In a large advertisement in the Chicago Daily 
Tribune and the Chicago Journal of Commerce, In this advertisement t 
stated the fact to be, that mutual fire and casualty Insurance companies 
sold their contracts to the public by concealing information regarding 
unknown contingent and contractural liabilities assumed by the policy¬ 
holder as a member shareholder in co-operative types of business 
organizations. But I did not know at that time, that co-operative 
insurance organizations were one of the five major tentacles of what is 
known as the Federal income tax and legislative favored cooperative 
movement or cause. The other four major branches are agricultural 
producing, marketing, processing, manufacturing, oil refining, ware¬ 
housing, distributing and educational cooperative organizations; credit 
unions affiliated with the Credit Union National Association; Mutual 
Savings and Building and Loan Associations and Utility Cooperatives 
affiliated with the National Rural Electric Cooperative Association, 

As a result of the publicity I received from my advertisement and a sales 
presentation i delivered before 1,400 members of the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Insurance Agents In October, 1950, which is known as 
"Meeting Mutual Competition", [became internationally known through¬ 
out the entire insurance business. Thereafter I lectured before many in- 
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surance groups throughout the country and l received a targe amount of 
press publicity as my analysis of cooperative insurance was news. 

A farmer living in Ohio, who was fighting to protect his farm and his 
family from agrarian reforms, farm aid programs and communism, read in 
the Cleveland papers In November, 1952, about my debate In that City 
wlthJerry Voorhis, Executive Director of the Cooperative League of the 
U* S.A., regarding the Federal income tax-exempt or favored co¬ 
operative type of economy versus corporations paying 52% Federal in¬ 
come taxes on profits, before dividends to shareholders/ who then paid 
another tax, of up to 91% of their incomes. This is discrimination in 
the collection of Federal income taxes under the Fourteenth Amendment 
of the Constitution of the United States of America* 

It was this farmer who called to my attention the fact that certain 
cooperative organizations In the United States affiliated with the co¬ 
operative movement or cause had been selling their food and other prod¬ 
ucts In cooperative stores in this Country under the label of the Hammer 
and the Sickle, With that information, I proceeded to document the 
greatest conspiracy in American history, to liquidate and destroy the 
present economic, educational, judicial, labor, monetary, political, 
religious and social structure of the United States of America, our con¬ 
stitutional form of government, and our sovereignty, and to substitute 
in their place a Socialist or Communist system of trade and commerce 
and 11 Gestapo” type of government as is now functioning within the 
Soviet Union, Cuba and other communist dominated nations* 


We ore not fighting Socialism or Communism out of Russia only. We 
are fighting the combined economic and political resources of the British, 
French, Russian and United States cooperative and industrial labor 
movement in the teachings of "Cooperation 11 and Internationalism, which 
is Socialism or Communism, depending upon which country you are 
talking about. 


Leaders In this conspiracy are known as "Coopera tors". Cooperators", 
other conspirators and socialist or pro-communist political captives 
employed by you and I In the Federal and many State governments, 
including members of the National Congress, are leading the people of 
the United States, knowingly or unknowingly, via sinister and dia¬ 
bolical methods of deceit, deception, falsehood, misrepresentation and 
fraud, into One-World citizenship In a One-World Cooperative Com¬ 
monwealth of Communist or Socialist Nations, and this is what we must 


All of these objectives are being attained in this Country and, as you 
continue, you will learn how the people of the United States are being 
led into Communism. 
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expose and terminate. 

In this One-World Cooperative Commonwealth of Socialist or Com¬ 
munist Nations, the plan is that the United States of America is to be 
divided Into four regions or police districts and as a participating 
subordinated state, each region is to be policed by foreign troops. 
These One-World troops will then enforce the liquidation of the Ex¬ 
ecutive, Legislative and Judicial Branches of our State and Federal 
Government, all privately owned and corporate property, immigration 
and trade barriers, our educational, religious, labor, wage, profit and 
monetary systems, national defense, our constitutional form of govern¬ 
ment, our flag and the sovereignty of the United States of America. 

The cooperative movement or cause in the United States is a part of, 
and subservient to this international conspiracy (headquarters in London, 
England; and not in Moscow). The stated goal of cooperative and 
industrial labor leaders in this movement or cause is to confiscate , 
liquidate, and destroy all individual, corporate and national wealth 
and private property. Including commercial banks, private owned 
utilities, life, fire and casualty insurance companies, the press, radio, 
TV, transportation, farm lands, etc. and to nationalize all national and 
international trade and commerce, natural resources, such as oil, gas, 
coal, etc., the people and the governments of all capitalistic nations, 
including the United States of America, and to establish a new economic 
and social order via a one-world, non-profit "Cooperative Common¬ 
wealth of Communist or Socialist Nations", the following is the pattern 
that is being used by traitors and other collaborators in the United 
States to lead the people of this Nation into communism, and I might 
add at this time, this pattern varies slightly in the various nations under 
attack. 

1. The first and prime line of attack is to get control of our money. 
This Is being accomplished via the establishment of □ Federal income tax 
favored, so-called non-profit co-operative type of economy, This tax 
favoritism has provided billions of dollars of tax free money to more than 
41,000 commercial, educational, trade and lobbying agricultural, 
insurance, savings and loan, credit union and utility cooperative organ¬ 
izations and foundations to expand this movement or cause, destroy tax- 
paying competitors, and influence elections and government officials, 
including lawmakers, so that other legislation and/or court decisions are 
illegally enacted which provide bil lions of dollars of additional publ ic 
funds to promote and finance pro-communist sponsored and/or dominated 
domestic and foreign aid programs, the objectives of which are primarily 
based on destroying capitalism in all nations throughout the world, 
including communist and so-called Free World Nations and the United 
States of America. 
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2. The second line of attack is to enact their own set of cooperative or 
communist laws, which laws via executive orders, edicts, commands 
and rules and regulations promulgated by co-conspirators and collab¬ 
orating officials Ln the many bureaus and commissions in government, 
including the Internal Revenue Service, are to supersede the Constitution 
of the United States of America and amendments and all Federal laws 
legally enacted by the Congress of the United States under our con¬ 
stitutional form of government. 

3. The Third line of attack Is peaceful and sinister infiltration in the 
economic, educational, labor, political, religious and social structures 
of our country via the teachings of cooperation, internationalism, self- 
help, mutual aid, democracy and the democratic way of life, disarm¬ 
ament, peace and food surplus crusades, foreign aid, the United Nations 
Unesco, Unicef, One-World Government, etc. 

4. The fourth line of attack is that co-conspirators and/or collaborators 
will conceal their radicalism and, as a part of an underground movement, 
become active "joiners" in civic, social, educational, religious, youth, 
women's 'and patriotic organizations, and also business, trade, service 
club and political groups, so that they may promote their cause and by 
attaining high positions within these organizations they may Influence or 
suppress publicity or legislation pertaining to the cooperative movement 
or cause. The most insidious and the most effective attacks from these 
"collaborators" Is to declare within these groups that the proposed sub¬ 
ject of the speaker is a controversial issue, and therefore should not be 
explained to other members. In this prong of their attack, one of the 
leading segments of the cooperative educational program is handled 
through women's guilds; women collaborators state that they work with 
their brothers in the movement as they have access to women's and 
youth organizations closed to men "Co-Operators" (Communists). 

5. The fifth attack is collaboration with pro-communist leaders m 
domestic labor organizations, the International Labor Office, the World 
Federation of Trade Unions, the United Nations, Unesco, Unicef and 
any other organizations having similar objectives. 

6. The sixth and final attack is the use of force and violence, strikes, 
sabotage, rebellions and civil war and other means of legal or illegal 
resistance to private industry and our constitutional form of government, 
particularly as relates to any armament or re-armament programs of what 
"Cooperators" call the war criminals of the United States (you and 1) 
that may be directed for use against the Soviet Union, Cuba, Red China, 
etc. 
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The basis of this economic warfare is a foreign ideology based on the 
teachings of Robert Owen, stated to be the father of cooperative and 
labor movements, the Rochdale pioneers, Karl Marx, Engels, Beatrice 
Potter and Sidney Webb, the Fabian Society, Lenin, Harold Laskl and 
other famous European socialists. This ideology dates back to the early 
1800's in Great Britain and France, and it developed in an unorganized 
pattern in other European countries and in the United States until 1895, 
when the International Cooperative Alliance of London, England, was 
organized. Since that date, London, England, has been the Inter¬ 
national headquarters of this parliament of conspirators whose objectives 
are to destroy capitalism in all nations throughout the world. 


"Cooperators" affiliated with the Cooperative League (U.S.A.) have, 
since 1921, represented the highly organized, politically powerful, 
Federal income tax and legislative favored cooperative movement in our 
country at international headquarters in London. Members of the Inter¬ 
national cooperative Alliance consist of the cooperative movements or 
states within 50 nations throughout the world, including the Soviet 
Union and the United States of America. "Cooperators" who are 
members of the executive committee of this organization state that they 
are the oniypersons capable of reorganizing the new social and economic 
order that is to rule the people of the world. 

These cooperative entities functioning within the economy of a nation 
maintain that they are autonomous organizations or states within a 
government and that they are exempt from all laws enacted by capital¬ 
istic nations and that they may be the reason why pro-communists in our 
government permit these organizations to escape the payment of Federal 
income taxes in full or in part in violation of our constitutional form of 
government. Individual members or "cooperators" are classified as 
emancipated persons pledging allegiance only to their cause and their 
one-world "Rainbow" flag. 


They maintain their own world-wide intelligence and news service and 
other lines of communication; in the United States "cooperators" who 
secretly call themselves "Minute Men" operate in groups or cells of 10. 


British cooperators sowed the first seeds of "cooperation" in Russia about 
1900 and have been active in trying to organize this movement in the 
United States for more than 100 years. 


Since the early days of our Country, we have had many types of co¬ 
operative organizations, such as mutual aid societies, mutual insurance 
companies, mutual savings banks, building and savings and loan asso¬ 
ciations, credit unions, farm marketing and purchasing co-ops and reli¬ 
gious cults or groups who practiced communal living. 









These Co-ops were usually smoll local organizations or religious cults and 
were not of serious concern to the social or the economic life of our 
nation because "cooperation" thrives on adversity and poverty. The 
teaching of "cooperation" spread rapidly in Europe and especially in 
Russia, but leading "cooperators" in the United States and in Europe, as 
late as 1929, considered the development of "cooperation! 1 or Communism 
in the United States a dismal but not hopeless failure. 


During the past 30 years, the teachings of "cooperation" and "Inter¬ 
nationalism" hove penetrated deeply into the economic, educational, 
financial, labor, political, religious and social systems of our Country, 
because Franklin D. Roosevelt and succeeding Presidents of the United 
States of America have, knowingly or unknowingly, issued executive 
orders to use the full financial and political resources of the United 
States Government, including the Armed Services in World War II, Korea, 
and elsewhere to promote and finance illegally with public funds, the 
cooperative, industrial labor, socialist or communist movement or cause. 

Because of illegal discrimination in the collection of Federal income 
taxes between pro and un-American individuals and corporations, the 
income tax paid by the smallest taxpayer in any city will exceed the 
income tax paid by many of the largest cooperative organizations in the 
United States; many of these cooperatives do a business far in excess of 
$100,000,000 a year with profits of millions of dollars, but they have 
not and they do not pay 10-cents in Federal income taxes to maintain 
our government or help pay the cost of their war with a result that you 
pay the difference, and that is what a mass protest by the people of the 
United States will terminate. 


When Franklin D. Roosevelt placed sympathetic politically appointed 
office holders under Civil Service so that they could not be removed 
from office, the result has been that many pro-cooperafive or communist 
collaborators are now in high policy-making levels in our Federal 
government and have continued in their jobs all during the Truman, 
Eisenhower and Kennedy administrations. 

In justice to millions of persons who are members, employees, directors 
and trustees of various types of commercial, cooperative organizations 
affiliated directly or indirectly with this movement or cause I will state 
that most of them are completely uninformed and know nothing about the 
basic principles of the teachings of "Cooperation" which are to destroy 
the social, economic and political structure of this nation. 


Many "Cooperators" in the United States have been students and instru- 
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ctors in Communist training camps located in this country; others re¬ 
ceived their training in Russia, and cooperative organizations in the 
United States, as mentioned previously, were for several years brazenly 
selling first brand cereals, canned and dried fruit, coffee, motor oil, 
etc. in cooperative stores under the label of the Hammer and Sickle, 

Because co-conspirators employed by our Federal government have been, 
in violation of many Federal laws, providing income tax and legislative 
favoritism and other forms of illegal "aid and comfort" to the enemy of 
the people of the United States, many of the small, puny, struggling 
cooperatives of 1929 are today financial giants controlling unexcelled 
power in trade and commerce and in both political parties in our State 
and Federal governments. 

If you are opposed to this movement you are known as a Fascist, Im¬ 
perialist, Capitalistic savage, Warmonger special interests, etc. You 
are subversive, you are mentally sick, and you must be destroyed or 
isolated and sent too political "Siberia", such as Alaska. 

Everything the British and French "Cooperators" in this plot planned as 
early as 75 years ago (1884), as stated in their official publications, has 
or is now taking place, such as cooperative or communist laws super¬ 
seding the Constitution of the United States of America and our consti¬ 
tutional form of government. Domestic and foreign aid programs to 
promote their cause, internally and in other nations throughout the world 
planned government control of our economy, and of other nations. 
Disarming the United States, which is a criminal offense, elimination of 
international labor and trade barriers. Domestic and international 
cooperative banks to finance their one-world movement or cause. The 
establishment of the United Nations and specialized agencies and one- 
world government as a successor to the defunct League of Nations.

STATEMENT OF AUSTIN T. FLETT RE HEARING ON S.264 6 


TO LIMIT APPELLATE JURISDICTION OF THE 


SUPREME COURT 


Mr. Chairman and members of the committee, my nome is Austin T. Flett, I am an 
insurance broker, specializing in the sale of capital-stock fire and casualty insur¬ 
ance. My address is 135 South La Salle Street, Chicago, HI. I appear in my own be¬ 
half and not as a representative of any other person or corporation. 

t am nationally known for writing, lecturing, and publishing Meeting Mutual Com¬ 
petition, a treatise on the sale of cooperative insurance, and The United States as 
a Satellite Nation, a treatise on the worldwide cooperative movement whose stated 
goal is to establish a one-world, Communist-dominated empire. 

May 11, 1956 and June 18, 1957, f explained this conspiracy briefly to members of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations of the United States 5enate* 

Before proceeding with my testimony regarding Senate bill 2646, it is important that 
I include rn my testimony a brief analysis of the nucleus and interlocking ramifica¬ 
tions of an international conspiracy to lead the people of the United States into com¬ 
munism via o one-world government, as I believe vou will agree that no action 
should be taken by members of the judiciary or subcommittee regarding this bill 
without their being fully informed regarding methods used by leaders in this plot to 
influence, prior to seizing control of, the executive, judicial, and legislative 
branches of our State and Federal Governments so they may promote their cause and 
enact their awn cooperative or Communist laws which ore to supersede the Constit¬ 
ution of the United States of America and other laws enacted by our Federal and 
State Governments. 


Eighteen years ago, when I started a sales analysis of my competition, known as 
mutual fire and casualty insurance, I had no idea this analysis would terminate in 
exposing what is conceded at highest levels in Washington to be the main root of an 
international conspiracy to destroy the social, economic, and political structure and 
sovereignty of the United States of America via the teachings of internationalism 
and cooperation, otherwise known in the worldwide cooperative movement or cause 



















This testimony is the result of my studying more than 10,000 pages of yearbooks as 
published by the Cooperative League of the United States of America, 1930 to 1954, 
inclusive; reports of the congresses of the International Cooperative Alliance of 
London, England, 1902 to 1957, inclusive; and other books and publications I own 
which are accepted in the worldwide cooperative movement as official or authentic. 

The United States tentacle of this movement or cause is a part of, and subservient 
to, an International conspiracy whose stated goal is to communlze national and 
international trade and commerce, individual, corporate, and national wealth 
and private property, farmlands, natural resources, the people and governments of 
all capitalistic nations, and establish a one-world, collectivized, non-profit, 
cooperative commonwealth in which the United States of America is to become 
a participating state policed by foreign troops who will enforce the liquidation of 
the executive, legislative, and judicial branches of our Government, emigration and 
trade barriers, our educational, religious, labor, and profit systems, notional defense, 
our flag, and the sovereignty of the United States, 

This one-world cooperative commonwealth of nations is to supersede the United 
Notions,, . successor to the defunct capitalistic dominated League of Nations. 

Since 1921 cooperative and Communist leaders affiliated with the Cooperative 
League of the United States of America have represented the highly organized, 
politically powerful, tax and legislative favored cooperative movement in our 
country at international headquarters of this conspiracy, which is known as the 
International Cooperative Alliance of London, England, Members of the executive 
committee of this organization, representing national cooperative unions and 
federations in 41 nations, state they are the only persons capable of re-organizing 
and ruling the people of the world and that their national members are autonomous 
organizations exempt from oil laws enacted by capitalistic nations. 

The International Cooperative Alliance was organized in 1395 under the auspices 
of conservative reformers who believed in sharing profits with employees. After 
15 years of friction between conservative and radical reformers, disgrunted em¬ 
ployees and labor agitators, delegates attending the eighth congress of this organ¬ 
ization held in Copenhagen, Denmark in 1910, elected to change the objectives of 
their movement and follow the principles of the class struggle of Europe os outlined 
by Lenin at the International Socialist Congress, also held in Copenhagen in 1910, 

Since that date leaders of the International Cooperative All lance, many of whom have 
also been active leaders in the labor movement, have collaborated with other persons 
in national and International organizations whose objectives are to lead the people 
of the world into communism. 

During the rebellions in Europe which precededWorld War 11, to escape execution 
or being imprisoned, many leading European cooperators fled as refugees to foreign 
countries, including the United States where they joined domestic cooperators and 

! lovernment officials in organizing Cooperative American Remittances to Everywhere, 
nc. 

During and after World War 11 in Great Britain, France, Italy and many other Euro¬ 
pean, Asiatic, African and South American countries, leaders in this movement 
became top government officials. 

Article 1 of the latest rules of the International Cooperative Alliance.besides 

listing their name in English, French, German and Russian, official languages of the 
movement as per article 5 ... states, and I quote ... "The International Cooperative 
Alliance, in continuance of the work of the Rochdale Pioneers and in accordance 
with their principles, seeks, in complete independence and by its own methods, to 
substitute for the profitmaking regime a cooperative system organized in the inter¬ 
ests of the whole community and based upon mutual self-help/ 

Great Britain is considered the motherland of the cooperative and labor movement, 
British leaders sowed the first seeds of cooperation in Russia about 1900; where it 
has developed to present day magnitude and threat to our national security. British 
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efforts to organize this movement in the United States were considered a dismal but 
not a hopeless failure until the advent of the Roosevelt administration in 1933. 

As of today, headquarters of the dominating influences in this plot against the people 
of the United States are (1) London, England, (2) Washington, D. C. (3) Moscow, 
U.S.S.R., (4) Paris, France, (5) Rome, Italy. 

After leading Asiatics into this movement via technical assistance programs of the 
United Nations and specialized agencies, Red China is stated to become one of the 
five great powers in the Communist-dominated cooperative commonwealth of nations. 

The two major prongs or fronts used in this movement to attain their objectives are: 

1, Peaceful infiltration of the economic, educational, labor, political, religious, 
and social structures of a nation via the teachings of internationalism, peace and 
disarmament crusades, self-help, mutual aid, a nonprofit economy, democracy and 
the democratic way of life and finally, 1 'Cooperation/* 

2. The use of force and violence, strikes, sabotage, rebellions and civil war and 
other means of legal or illegal resistance to capitalistic industry or governments. 

The "peace" leaders in this movement referred to, is based on their terms of the 
people of the United States and other nations living in this one-world Communi st 
dominated empire. 

The teachings of internationalism are to destroy national patriotism disarmament 
programs are to liquidate armed resistance to their movement. 

Individual shareholders in cooperative organizations, including the leaders in this 
movement, are classified as emancipated persons and are known cooperators. 

Interviews and correspondence I have had with officials of the Federal Government 
Members of the Congress, prominent business and press executives and other 
persons, including individual and corporate shareholders in various types of 
cooperative enterprises affiliated with this movement, indicate that millions of 
these persons are completely uninformed as relates to their contractual obligations 
or the true objectives of this movement or cause, which is based on misleading 
our people and teaching them that cooperation is a social and cultural movement 
for mutual aid and to promote international peace among the various nations. 

The word "cooperation" as used in the worldwide cooperative movement is a 
foreign ideology based on the teachings of Robert Owen, who is quoted as the 
father of the cooperative and labor movement, the Rochdale pioneers, Beatrice 
Potter and Sidney Webb, the Fabian Society, Karl Marx, Engels, Lenin and other 
famous European socialists. 

"Cooperation" is defined as follows, in official publications of the international 
cooperative movement: 

1. "Therefore all true forms of cooperation tend to influence the distribution of 
the wealth of the nations in favor of the working classes." 

2. "Cooperation must be talked up as a comprehensive movement, as a means 
of social regeneration, not as a mere money saving device." 

3. "Cooperation means the elimination of every unnecessary middleman." 

4. "Cooperation is the most radical movement ever known in history." 

5. "Cooperation is socialism in action." 

6. "Socialism is cooperation on a grand scale." 

7. "Communism is socialism in working clothes." 

8. "Consumer cooperation is an anticapitalist, revolutionary movement aiming 
toward a radical social reconstruction based on an all-inclusive collectivism. 

9. "It is a principle... and a dominant aim... of the International Cooperative 
Alliance, a world organization, to transform the capitalist profit-seeking system 
into a cooperative social order, in other words, into a Socialist order of society. 
This is the aim of every Communist worker. But the means which we propose 
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differ from those which the cooperotors of other political creeds advocate as the 
correct ones. We believe that if this aim, the elimination of the capitalist profit* 
seeking economy, which is the aim of the International Cooperative Alliance is 
to be achieved, we must be quite clear that it can only be realized if the whole 
working-class movement does away with those who, as the factors of power of 
the burgeoisie in every part of the world, continually threaten the workers. This 
we cannot achieve by traveling along the smooth road of evolutionary development, 
but we must wring it from the possessing classes by fighting against them, 

10, 1 'Cooperation is the very antithesis of imperialism. It is, in short, anarchism 
rationalized." 

11, "The words of Lenin, that the social order which we have to support is the 
cooperative order, are realized in the Soviet Union," 

12, "The end of cooperation is world federation, a united stote of the coopera¬ 
tives of all nations." 

"We are working for the realization of the Cooperative Commonwealth/ 1 Persons 
who believe in the profit system, our form of government, notional security and, 
are opposed to the teachings of cooperation are known as Fascists, capitalistic 
savages, imperialists, warmongers, war criminals and industrial anarchists... a! I 
mortal enemies of leaders in the cooperative labor movement. 

Leaders in the national and international cooperative movement were quick to 
take advantage of the chaos created by the depression which started in the late 
twenties, with the result that extensive propaganda and educational programs 
pertaining ta the transition period of destroying capitalism in the United States 
and our form of government, commenced to function, os best explained in the 
following quotations from page 15 of the 1930 Yearbook of the Cooperative League 
of the United States: 

"The hour is at hand when conditions suggest that a carefully planned national 
cooperative policy of propaganda, education and supervision should be devised, 
and vigorously, persistently and systematically carried out throughout the United 
States and Canada." 

"Individual societies should be encouraged to make every possible financial 
sacrifice to that end for their own, welfare, as well as far the general good of 
the movement. It is only by so doing we con expect to defeat the prevailing anti* 
social trends, and well and truly lay the foundations of a Cooperative Common* 
wealth/' 

The bloodless revolution which took place in our country at the elections of 
1932 swept into political power a President and other high government officials 
who were sympathetic to promoting this conspiracy against the people of the 
United States with the result the full financial and political resources of the 
executive, legislative and judicial branches of the United States Government, 
including the armed services in World War 11, have been and are being used to 
promote and finance this conspiracy, internally and, via foreign aid programs, in 
other nations throughout the world. 

The following statement published on page 18 of the 1936 Yearbook of the Cooper¬ 
ative League of the United States speaks for itself, 

"The Roosevelt administration gave us much help and also showed a more than 
friendly attitude toward the cooperative movement. It protected cooperation and 
set up many agencies for assistance to the cooperatives. This is the first Federal 
Administration this country has ever had that aggressively promoted cooperation 
and continued to favor cooperation in the face of the hostility of special Inter¬ 
ests ....The Cooperative League has been consulted, referred to, and assisted 
up to the present time by many departments of the Government/ 1 

That quotation is one of many thousands documented and listed in a 540-page 
report I have with me which report I prepared for the use of Members of the 83rd 
Congress, the Federal Bureau of Investigation and the Director of Intelligence of 
the United States Treasury. 








I also hove with me o 200-page cross index to prove my cose. 

Because officials of the Federal and State Governments, including members of 
the Congress knowingly or unknowingly provided income tax and other legislative 
favoritism to promote and finance this movement or cause, mony of the small puny, 
struggling cooperatives of 1933 are today financial giants controlling unexcelled 
influence, not only in both political parties in our State and Federal Governments, 
but also in the economic, educational, financial, labor, religious and social 
systems of our country. 

The first Yearbook of the Cooperative League of the United States of America, 
published in 1930, is one of severe! of their publications which contains con¬ 
siderable information regarding the early history and un-American activities of 
the cooperative movement in the United States, 

On page 70 of this book the name of L. E, Woodcock is listed os leading their 
campaign for income-tax exemption. Today Mr. Woodcock, as a successor to 
Murray D, Lincoln of Columbus, Ohio, is the representative of the international 
cooperative movement in the United Nations, 

Also on page 70, the name of a member of the United States Senate is listed as 
on early collaborator. 

Pages 92 to 94 inclusive list names of organizers of the Cooperative League of 
the United States of America, The Industrial Workers of the World and the 
Communist Party of the United States of America. 

The following quotations from pages 172, 173 and 175 regarding the United 
States Supreme Court speak for themselves: 

"UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT ON COOPERATIVES" 

"The legal relationships of human beings are in a constant flux, depending on 
changes both in the social and economic world, and the ideology of the legis¬ 
lator and judge, 

"There is probably no greater prerogative exercised by the President of the 
United States than when he mokes the appointment of a judge to this Court, 
The general outlook, the social consciousness of the appointee, and the econo¬ 
mic doctrines he has absorbed in his private or public life, before such apoint- 
ment, will play a more Important port of his decision than his learning in the law, 

"It Is refreshing to see such language and attitudes in decisions of our highest 
Court, even though they be the language for the time being of a minority. Slowly 
the dissenting minority is making itself felt; here and there is o yielding by the 
majority. The process is slow. The minority opinion of today may be the majority 
opinion of tomorrow," 

Pages 247 ond 325 list the names of Communist training camps used by cooper¬ 
ative leaders. 

Pages 346 to 352 in the 1930 Yearbook pages 248-255 in the 1932 Yearbook 
advertise first-brand cereals, canned and dried fruits, coffee, motor oil, etc., as 
sold in cooperative stores under the label of the hammer ond sickle* 

Page 38 of the 1936 Cooperative League Yearbook states: "It is likely that 
cooperatives will have to watch the legislative halls of the State and Nation mare 
carefully in the future, since we must be prepared for the rising tide of reaction 
against the movement, which reaction may register itself in all kinds of laws 
harmful to our cause," 


Page 155 of the same yearbook states: 

"For 32 years, or since its origin, the Farmers Union has proposed the abolish¬ 
ment of the profit system. In order to aid In abolishing the profit system, the union 
has been busy through these years organizing cooperatively owned buying and 
selling agencies, *** we here today pledge each other to be loyal to these 
principles, loyal to our Farmers Union cooperative business activities, and that 









we will keep our minds centered on the one supreme task, which is the peaceful 
overthrow of the capitalist or profit system, and the establishment of the coopera¬ 
tive commonwealth." 

Prior to the Roosevelt administration the Russians appealed to headquarters of 
the cooperative-labor movement in London to use their influence to reestablish 
trade and diplomatic relationship with the United States. Mr. M. Litvinoff was 
leader of the Russian delegation that went to London to plead their case. 

In 1933 Mr. Litvinoff was in Washington completing the details of attaining their 
objectives and also in 1933, the first Communist training school, widely publicized 
os the Harold Ware cell, was established in our Government via the Department 
of Agriculture. 

While notorious "traitors” were being trained in that cell to infiltrate and seize 
control of the major departments of our Government, the President of the United 
States was issuing Executive orders for leaders in the cooperative movement to 
instruct high officials of the United States Government* in teachings of "coopera¬ 
tion". As o result of some of these Executive orders the Tennessee Valley 
Authority was organized by co-op IWW leaders. 

There are four major tentacles of the politically powerful tax-favored cooperative 
movement in the United States whose influence in the executive, judicial, and 
legislative branches of our State and Federal Government supersede the influence 
of representatives of the people of the United States who believe in the profit 
system and our form of government. 

These four tentacles comprise agricultural, insurance, credit union, and banking 
cooperatives. In these groups there ore ◦ great many local and national educational 
and trade associations collaborating with each other to influence legislation to 
promote the cooperative movement. A few of these organizations are... American 
Form Bureau, American Mutual Alliance, American Institute of Cooperation, the 
National Grange League Federation, Cooperative Health Federation of America, 
Cooperative League of the United States, Cotton Producers Association, Credit 
Union National Association, Florida Citrus Exchange, National Cooperatives, 
Inc., Notional Cooperative Finance Association, National Cooperative Milk 
Producers, National Association of Mutual Insurance Companies, Notional 
Association of Mutual Savings Banks, National Cooperative Refinery Association, 

Notional Cooperative Mutual Housing Association, Notional Council of Farmer 
Cooperatives, National Farmers Union, Notional Federation of Grain Cooperatives, 
National Live Stock Producers Association, Notional Milk Producers Federation, 
North American Students Cooperative League, National Rural Electric Cooperative 
Association, Rochdale Institute, Sunkist Growers, Texas Federation of Coopera¬ 
tives, Inc*, United States Savings and Loan League. 

A Federal investigation of this cooperative movement will disclose that leaders 
representing members in cooperative enterprises conceal information regarding 
the true objectives of their association, movement or cause from shareholders. 
Members of the Congress of the United States and other Federal officials, includ¬ 
ing those in the Department of Justice, the Treasury, and Internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice* 

Americans for Democratic Action, the Congress of Industrial Organization (CIO), 
the National Education Association, the National Council of Churches and many 
other groups are actively collaborating with cooperative leaders to promote this 
conspiracy against the people of the United States. 

Co-op publications state many leading "cooperators" are employees or consul¬ 
tants in many departments of our Federal Government, including the Department 
of Justice. 

Leading "cooperators” in this movement state the life and death struggle to 
destroy capitalism is being fought on the economic platform of the world, and that 
carefully selected, well trained, educated leaders will function under veiled form 
and work in the "blood stream" of the profit system like a cancer and these per¬ 
sons will not declare their radicalism during the transition period of destroying 





capitalism, as socialization or nationalization of the various natrons can be 
accomplished without informing the public* 

The following quotations from cooperative publications speak for themselves: 

"Cooperation as an economic institution influences other social relations ***. It 
must inevitably possess a low, a system of government, and a morality of its own," 

"Consumers' cooperation is subject to taws of its own," 

"In its first stage, cooperation merely eliminate the private trader and his profit," 

"The second vital law of cooperation is juristic; it determines the method of 
control and the rights of the consumer in the society, 

"The third cooperative rule or organic law of cooperation relates to trading; it 
is that sales are made ot current commerical prices or slightly less***", 

"Cooperation through its third law, adapts itself to existing society in order to 
bring out of It a new economic order in conformity with its own characteristics," 

"The fourth rule of cooperative organization *** is principally a rule of finance. 
The surplus assets of cooperative societies belong to the societies and none of 
their members hove any right to them, 

"There is at the very beginning a reserve that is compulsory by law, but coopera¬ 
tive societies are hardly ever content with that. They create special and extra¬ 
ordinary reserves and development funds *** these sums, which taken out of the 
surpluses, represent the sacrifice of the present to the future, ***.” 

"***there is absolutely no contradiction between the two basic ideas of Marxism 
and those which develop from a study of the cooperative movement***/ 1 

"To achieve socialism it is necessary to wield political power, that is, to gain 
control of the State and its organization. Government is the first step. The Com¬ 
munist Manifesto, the modern socialists' breviary, says: 'The Immediate aim of 
the Communists is the same for oil working-class parties, the organization of the 
working class os o political party, the overthrow of bourgeois tyranny, the con¬ 
quest of political power by the working class, A little later the aim is further 
defined: The working class will use its political supremacy to dispossess the 
bourgeoisie of all its capital in order to concentrate it under the control of 
the State/ f< 

"What would the State become if the cooperative republic were established in 
its entirety? *** the whole set of attributes and functions belonging to the 
State as an organization for governing men will disappear." 

"The cooperative republic *** would appear as a State within the State, or 
rather as an economic society within the political framework of the notion." 

Cooperative publications state faculty members at Harvard University were the 
pioneers in promoting cooperation in our educational system and it was during 
the depression that social, economic, and other teachers in many of our finest 
educational institutions were led into the movement and that laws were enacted 
in many States making it mandatory to finance the teaching of cooperation in all 
schools, colleges, universities, etc. 

Thereafter religious, labor, and social leaders joined the crusade to promote this 
cause. Officials of the Treasury Deportment issued income-tax rulings and mem¬ 
bers of the Congress enacted legislation to finance the movement. Justices of 
many State and Federal courts rendered decisions which assisted cooperative 
leaders to promote their cause. 

Cooperative leaders in the United States who attend inter-natfonol congresses of 
this conspiracy as delegates and members of the central and executive committees 
and other persons knowingly promoting this conspiracy in our country are acting 
os foreign agents and should be registered as such with the Department of Justice. 

Cooperative leaders state the success of their movement will depend on income 
tax and legislative favoritism and how the housewife and other persons including 
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business executives spend their money to promote o cooperative nonprofit economy 
in the United States. 

It is estimated commercial cooperative organilotions affiliated with the move¬ 
ment escape the payment of approximately $1 billion per year in Federal Income 
taxes* 

Cooperative organi rations knowingly or unknowingly affiliated with this movement 
that do not inform the Government of the true objectives of their association 
when applying for letters of exemption are guilty of improper filing of Federal 
income tax returns, which is committing fraud against the Government of the 
United States, as the internal security laws deny tax favoritism to subversive or¬ 
ganizations. 

Foreign cooperative publications state the heart of the American cooperative 
movement is in agriculture. They also publish... and I quote: 

"By the end of 1949 cooperative insurance is coming of age as a key factor in 
the future development of all kinds of cooperatives in the United States. 11 

In most countries, however, and especially those that hove entered the orbit of 
the Communist empire in Europe and in China, cooperative organizations known 
as thrift or credit societies and credit unions hove been used as the spearhead 
to lead the people into communism. 

The Credit Union National Association representing the international credit 
union 1 movement are active collaborators as members of the Cooperative League 
of the U.5.A. and the International Cooperative Alliance in influencing legi fr¬ 
iar ion'to promote this conspiracy. 

The American Institute of Cooperation promotes the teachings of cooperation 
through the National Education Association, American Teachers Federation, land 
grant colleges, universities, women's and youth organizations, club and trade 
associations, and department of the Federal Government, Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson, formerly chairman of this organization and old time co-op organizer, told 
"cooperators’* attending their 25th convention In 1953. ..and I quote: 

“1 sincerely hope to see the cooperative movement vastly strengthen in the years 
to come. For this movement is vital to America, It is a young movement. It has 
unlimited potentialities/ 1 

The United States tentacle of this conspiracy is often referred to in co-op publi¬ 
cations as o young movement needing guidance from their European masters. 

The National Council of Farmer Cooperatives is a top legislative lobbying front* 
It is associated with the American Institute of Cooperation, and has been an active 
member of the International Federation of Agriculture Producers whose represen¬ 
tatives are active in the International Cooperative Alliance. 

The National Association of Mutual Insurance Companies, a major tentacle of 
the American Mutual Alliance, has been actively identified with the American 
Institute of Cooperation and has direct tie-ins to the International Cooperative 
Alliance. 

Another of the leading segments of co-op educational programs is handled through 
international cooperative women's guilas who state they work with their brothers 
in the movement as they have access to women's and youth organizations closed 
to men ''cooperators* M 

Co-op leaders are instructed to conceal their radicalism, be "regular guys" and 
active "joiners" in various types of civic, social, service, trade, religious, 
patriotic, and political organizations where they should attain positions of in¬ 
fluence so as to promote the cause or suppress publicity or legislation unfavor¬ 
able to their movement. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation is classified in international co-op publica¬ 
tions os a terrorist organization, "scaring hell" out of educators and other 
persons who are dedicated to a cause of overthrowing our Government, 










A study of publications issued by congressional committees and departments of 
tbe Federal Government regarding Communist infiltration in the United States 
indicates that Federal officials and members of the Congress have been unin 
formed regarding ramifications and objectives of the cooperative-labor movement 
to seize control of our Government and communize our people via peaceful infi! 
traticn or by the use of force and violence. 

My study of this conspiracy indicates that contributions of United States taxpayers 
money to the United Nations, UNESCO, the International Labor Office and other 
specialized agencies of the United Nations promoting a one-world government 
is not only violation of the internal security laws of the United States but it is 
olso financing the destruction of our national security. 

If our country is to become a state in the one-world cooperative commonwealth of 
notions, there will be no wages and no profits for labor. All funds and profits 
derived from the sales to other cooperatives of surpluses produced by various 
types of workers will belong to the movement. Our children will belong to the 
state and wilt be raised in institutions until they are able to work. We and our 
Children will be told when, where, and how to work to produce the bare necessities 
of life, as there will be no trade or emigration barriers between nations. People 
of various nations including labor will be moved from one country to another as 
directed with the result that the present standard of living of the bourgeotse and 
the laboring man in the United States will be destroyed. 

The disintegration of our assets, our homes, our business, the future of our 
families, our flag and our country is faking place and unless drastic action is 
taken immediately by officials of the Government including Members of the Congress 
to protect our national security, the United States of America will become a vassal 

state in a one-world, communist dominated empire and.the rainbow flag 

of the cooperative commonwealth will supersede the flags of all nations including 
the Stars and Stripes. 

Public exposure of this conspiracy has been suppressed in Washington and by 
business executives and other persons sympathetic to or capitalizing upon this 
movement or cause since April 1953 when I made my first request to Government 
officials for a Federal investigation of this conspiracy against the people of 
the United States. 


Co-ops publish we are war criminals that invaded Korea and Formosa. 


Cooperators publish their relationship with the Government is safest by avoiding 
election contests because leading politicians would not publicly accept support 
of tbe movement. Theyalso state they will defeat at elections Membersof Congress 
opposed to their cause. 


In many nations, including the United States, the profit and nonprofit, co-op 
labeled, mixed systems of economy are now locked in mortal combat to survive. 


Analysis of the pattern used in the international cooperative Communist movement 
to capture trade and commerce and the peoples and governments of other nations 
in Europe, Asia, Africa, end Latin America indicates a rebellion in the United 
States is now being organized. 


A study of this plot indicates that if a rebellion in the United States is a success, 
our country is to be divided into four police districts and the Southern States may 
become a colored republic or State in the one-world government and will be 
policed by Soviet troops stationed at Mobile, Ala. 

When Japan, as a capitalistic nation, tried to stop the Soviet Union from com- 
muni zing China, co-op and Communist leaders throughout the world, including in 
the United States were instructed to retaliate by spreading propaganda to destroy 
Japanese trade and commerce and influence their respective governments to 
assist Red Chino, This may explain a part of the controversy regarding the

which comprise the Executive Branch, Furthermore, a continuous 
effort will be made to insure that the operation of our govern¬ 
ment Is in the hands of individuals who are dedicated and devoted 
to the best interests of our country*

CONCLUSIONS 

1. The Soviet international organization has carried on a successful 
and important penetration of the United States Government and this 
penetration has not been fully exposed. 

2. This penetration has extended from the lower ranks to top-level 
policy and operating pos tions in our Government. 

3. The agents of this penetration have operated in accordance with 
a distinct design fashioned by their Soviet superiors. 

4. Members of this conspiracy helped to get each other into Govern¬ 
ment, helped each other to rise in Government and protected each 
other from exposure. 

5. The general pattern of this penetration was first into agencies 
concerned with economic recovery, then to warmaking agencies, then 
to agencies concerned with foreign policy and postwar planning, but 
always moving to the focal point of national concern. 

C. In general, the Communists who infiltrated our Government 
worked behind the scenes—guiding research and preparing memoranda 
on which basic American policies were set, writing speeches for 
Cabinet officers, influencing congressional investigations, drafting 
laws, manipulating administrative reorganizations—alwaj's serving 
the interest of their Soviet superiors. 

7. Thousands of diplomatic, political, military, scientific, and 
economic secrets of the United Slates have been stolen by Soviet 
agents in our Government and other persons closely connected with 
the Communists. 

8. Despite the fact that the Federal Bureau of Investigation and 
other security agencies had reported extensive information about this 
Communist penetration, little was done by the executive branch to 
interrupt the Soviet operatives in their ascent in Government until 
congressional committees brought forth to public light the facts of 
the conspiracy. 

9. Powerful groups and individuals within the executive branch 
were at work obstructing and weakening the effort to eliminate Soviet 
agents from positions in Government. 

10. Members of this conspiracy repeatedly swore to oaths denying 
Communist Party membership when seeking appointments, transfers, 
and promotions and these falsifications have, in virtually every case, 
gone unpunished. 

11..The control that the American Communications Association, 
a Communist-directed union, maintains over communication lines 
vital to the national defense poses a threat to the security of this 
country. 

12. Policies and programs laid down by members of this Soviet 
conspiracy are still in effect within our Government and constitute 
a continuing hazard to our national security.

NCh: Savings and loan associations usually do not advise their member shareholder's 
regarding the sale of shares to members, sometimes referred to as deposits, and the limited 
repurchase of shares, sometimes referred to os withdrawals, in cose of emergency regardless 
of insurance protection, 

NCh: Neither do cooperative leaders inform officials of the government including members 
of the Congress regarding the true objectives of their association movement or cause.

SPENDING YOUR MONEY 

UNITED STATES TAXPAYERS, PLEASE NOTE - THE FUTURE?-: "In November, the 
U.S. Delegation to the United Nations submitted to the Second Committee of the General 
Assembly a proposal which, if adopted, would more than double the size and scope of the 
current programme of Technical Assistance, which is already known as the 'Expanded 
Programme'. 

"The U.S. proposal is that the resources devoted annually to Technical Assistance shall 
be increased to $100 million as compared with a figure of slightly over $30 million for 
1956 and 1957. Half of the $100 million would be earmarked for the finance of surveys, 
research and training which are 'of basic importance to successful economic progress'. " 

"... It was recognized that neither the Technical Assistance programme nor any other 
existing U.N. programme can now meet certain urgent needs of the underdeveloped 
countries, but that their satisfaction would facilitate new capital investment of all types, 
private and public; national and international." (R.l.C. January 1958, p. 11-12)

put forward the idea of allocating about one per cent of the national income in advanced 
countries annually to assist the lesser developed countries.

(a) The World Organization will effect World Security so that the people of the World may 
live in freedom from fear of war. 

(b) The World Organization will effect virtual freedom from want of all peoples by co-ordin¬ 
ating and if necessary directing, the production and distribution of basic food stuffs, 
raw and strategic materials. 

(c) The World Organization will allow Governments the maximum freedom of action within 
the understanding of World achievement."

"ONE-WORLD FEDERAL GOVERNMENT" THE PLAN IN OUTLINE 
"(For World Government by 1955)" 

"That the existing organization of the United Nations under the terms of its Charter 
specifically retains and safeguards the sovereignty of Notional States and envisages the 
continuance of armed forces as instruments for the enforcement of their will* 

"It is necessary, therefore, to amend the Charter. Amendment is, however, impossible 
without the unanimous consent of the Great Powers*" 

Note: The Great Powers (five) are to be Great Britain, France, U.S.S.R., China ond the 
United States. (18th 63 - 67 - 70, 1951) 

"(1) We propose, therefore, that another World Organization should be created to replace 
UNO with membership open to all the nations of the world who are willing to forego nation¬ 
al sovereignty in order to achieve peace. This organization would, in effect, be the 
World Government." 

"We propose that the United Kingdom should be divided into four separate multi-member 
constituencies; England, Scotland, Ireland and Wales." 

"It is intended that a simitar plan should be simultaneously put into action in every 
other country of the world 

"It is obvious that the creation of a World Government cannot be postponed unfit every 
nation in the world has ratified the Charter; such a delay will perpetrate a veto* Hence 
one of the clauses of the Charter of World Government wilt, it is ontlcipated, contain some 
such provision as the following: 

" 'When 50 percent of the nations of the world, or the notions representing 50 per cent 
of the peoples of the world, hove ratified this Charter, the Legislative Authority 
herein described shall be deemed to be set up/ " 

"It is impossible to foresee what form the World Government will assume, ..... But it is 
likely that the following powers at least will in any event still have to be contained in the 
authority of World Government. 

"(1) A monopoly of armed forces to be used as a world police force. Participating States 
to be disarmed to the level of their internal policing commitments, 

"(3) The establishment of a World Bank for the purpose of creating a common linked cur* 
rency throughout the world to hold funds for the Central Authority in order that it may 
initiate and finance on a large scale economic planning such as that operated by the 
Tennessee Valley Authority*" 

"This plan was endorsed by the World Government Conference held at Montreaux, August 
17*24, 1947* Representatives of twenty nations were present."

It comprises 104 organisations in 50 different countries and its total affiliated member¬ 
ship through national organisations exceeds 151,000,000. The Consumers’ Movement 
accounts for the majority of this membership, but agricultural, credit, workers' pro¬ 
ductive and artisan cooperatives are well represented. 

Its purpose Is to propagate cooperative principles and methods and to promote 
friendly and economic relations between cooperative organisations of ail types, both 
nationally and internationally. 

It promotes, through auxiliary trading, banking and Insurance organisations, direct 
commercial and financial relations between cooperative enterprises in different 
countries so as to enable them to exert on the world market, as well as at home, an 
Influence beneficial at once to consumers and primary producers. 

It convenes international congresses, furthers the teaching and study of cooperation, 
Issues publications and research data, and collaborates closely with the United Nations 
as well as with voluntary and non-governmental International bodies which pursue 
alms of importance to cooperation. 

Within the United Nations It enjoys the right to participate in the work of the Econ¬ 
omic and Social Council as a Category "A 11 member. 

Its official organ Is "THE REVIEW OF INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION" 
published monthly. 

The study of International Cooperation takes place under the auspices of the "Henry 
/. May Foundation", the Permanent Centre of International Cooperative Study. 

The ideological work of the Alliance also finds expression In the annual celebration 
in July of International Cooperative Day.

MR, M. LITVINDFF —: NO —: Restoration of trade and diplomatic relations with Russia 
was first considered by the f.C. A. in 1918 and in January, 1920 the Supreme Council at 
Paris decided to permit trading with Russia via cooperative organizations. (10th 27, 1921) 
Also in January 1920 "Centrosaju* M (Russian Cooperative Movement) asked the I.C.A* 
tor their assistance. This resulted in permission being granted for Russia to trade with 
cooperative organization! in Weitem Europe, America and other countries. (10th 28, 1921) 

In February 1920 M. Litvinoff and staff went to London to conclude the arrangements. 
(10th 28, 1921) 

The central committee of the LC.A. approved lifting the economic blockade of Russia 
{10th 29, 1921) and the fnfluence of members of the LC.A. in all countries was used to 
resume trading with Russia. This resulted in agreements being signed in 1921 removing all 
special trade restrictions. (10th 30, 1921; AR- C.L. 1930 p. 8l) 

In 1933 Mr, Litvinoff was in Washington completing the details of re-establishing trade and 
diplomatic relationships with the United States. (Facts Forum, August, 1954)

declare itself definitely against war; to make known to the world, and particularly to its 
National Government, its unflinching hostility to all policies, economic or militarist, which 
may provoke war or raise barriers to the realization of the co-operative programme; and to 
be prepared, in order to maintain unrestricted progress of their ideals, to offer complete 
resistance to the declaration and prosecution of war. (12th 229, 1927) 

"The Congress calls special attention to the necessity of carrying on an extensive propa¬ 
ganda campaign against the menace of war at meetings and in the co-operative Press, and 
with this end in view recommends . . • 

"The support of all measures, the purpose of which is to create a united front oT all labor 
organizations for an active struggle against the menace of war and the prosecution of the 
same. 

"The organization of protest meetings and action against any measures of capitalist

"The support of all mass actions and strikes, the purpose of which is to interfere with 
military preparations and particularly, the support of all actions against the continuation 
of war in China. 

"The undertaking of active propaganda and preparatory organizational work in support of 
a general strike should war break out. 

"The refusal to give any practical aid to measures of an economic and financial character 
or in the mobilization of military forces and the preparation of war. Instead, practical aid 
should be given to all measures undertaken by the working class along the lines of put¬ 
ting obstacles in the prosecution of war." (12th 230, 1927)

As of this date. I am filing wl\h your office, Registered Mail, 
the first of a series of reward claims, under Title 26, U.S.C., 
Section 7623. 

These claims filed on I.R.S. form 211, will name specific coope¬ 
rative type organizations that are guilty of collaborating In a 
massive conspiracy to swindle the government and the people of the 
United States In the payment of federal Income taxes, subvert our 
social, economic and political system, and destroy the United States 
of America as a sovereign nation. 

These charges are violations of Title 18, U.S.C., Section 371, 
1001, 2381, 2382, 2383, 2384, 2385, and 2386. 

Via Improper filing for letters of exemption, so as to escape the 
payment of federal Income taxes, and with many other Illicit schemes 
to defraud the government, It is estimated that leaders in this con¬ 
spiracy have swindled the government out of several billions of 
dollars. 

Reward claim #1, filed with this letter, names the Midland Coope¬ 
ratives, Inc., of Minneapolis, Minn., as an active member of the 
Cooperative League of the United states, and the International Coope¬ 
rative Alliance of London, England, whose world-wide objectives are, 
briefly stated, on the attached exhibit. 


I am prepared to completely document my oharges, and assist the 
General Counsel of the Internal Revenue Service ana the Attorney 
General of the United States, to take whatever action may be neces¬ 
sary to prosecute leaders In this conspiracy, and recover for the 
United States Treasury Department several billions of dollars in un¬ 
paid federal income taxes,
